OTTAWA, March 25—Canadian 
taxpayers won’t know for another 
eix weeks whether there is to be 
@ cut in the personal income tax 
payable next year. 

Like all governments today the 
Dominion government is faced with 
a pressure from the public for lower 
taxes and at the same time a de- 
mand for increased services, which 
in turn must mean increased expen- 
ditures. 


A FACTOR THAT must be borne! 


fin mind by those hoping for a 
large decrease in the personal in- 
eome tax is the gross publit debt 
of the Dominion. It has grown 
from $3,540,237,614 in 1938 to $12,- 
359,123,230 in 1944. 

So far as can be learned here 
no decision has been made as yet 
on whether or not the personal in- 
come tax can be cut and by how 
much, A very substantial reduc- 
tion in the personal income tax 
would almost certainly follow if 
the nine provinces reach an agree- 
ment over the proposals submitted 
to them by the Dominion at the 
conference.

The latter was made part 
of the minutes of the board meeting 
of Feb, 4, and tied in with that 
minute was a resolution that the 
secretary’s resignation would be 
asked but only because of the minis- 
ter's action. The board otherwise 
was unanimously in favor of retain- 
ing Mr. Battrum’s services. 

O. P. GOSLING has been en- 
gaged as secretary. He served in 
the First World War, was then 
employed by the Bank of Montreal 
in Winnipeg for 13 years, then serv- 
|ed about 10 as secretary of Charles- 
wood municipality, a suburb of 
Winnipeg, entered the air force and 
served in the Second World War 
with the rank of squadron leader.

Little, medical officer of health, is 
adopted by city council. 

The proposed bylaw is supported 
by a unanimous resolution from 
the Board of Health, and is design- 
ed to stop the practice of restaur- 
ants purchasing milk in bulk, 
bottling and capping it, and retail- 
ing it to customers, 

THIS PRACTICE, Dr. Little 
states, is an unfair deception, The 
customer receiving the capped 
bottle of milk in a restaurant has 


a right to believe that he is getting 
milk in the same safe condition as 
when it was bottled and capped 
mechanically at the milk plant, and 
that no human *hand has had an 
opportunity to contaminate it in the 
interval. 

Text of the proposed bylaw fol- 
lows: 

“No person shall sell, offer for 
sale, or serve any fluid milk as 
such on the premises of any shop. 
store, restaurant or any other place 
of business in the city, except in 
the original container, sealed or 


capped as such fluid milk was re-) 
|ceived by said person from a lic- 


ensed vendor, but the seal or cap 
of any such container may be re- 
moved in the presence of the con- 
sumer; provided that the supplier 
may remove fluid milk from such 
original container for culinary use,

trucks. Everyone of them that I 
know, paid more than the lawful 
ceiling price —in most cases the 
price was 60 percent to 100 percent 
higher, Everybody who has tried 
to buy a second-hand vehicle knows 
what the situation is. While there 
is no doubt in my mind that there 
are honest dealers who have been 
scrupulously careful to see all the 
vehicles they sold were offered at 
the lawful ceiling, I have yet to 
hear of such a transaction, | 

THE PEOPLE WHO BUY these 
cars are all persons who need | 
them for business purposes — per- | 
sons who are engaged in businesses | 
where, they can’t earn a living! 
without a car. Most of them are 
returned men, who, because they | 
didn’t own a car before the war,| 
can’t receive a priority, but there | 
are a great many others in exactly | 
the same position. | 

I have tried to get some of my} 
friends who have told me how 
much they had to pay, to give the 
information to the War Prices and| 
Trades Board. But they explain 
that there is no sense of them) 
doing that, because on all the 
documents they had to sign to get 
possession, including receipts, the 
sum shown is the lawful ceiling | 
price, or less. They had to sign| 
those documents in order to get! 
the black-marketeer from whom| 
they bought the vehicle to sell. If | 
they hadn't there would have been | 
another sucker along later who! 
would have—and they felt that) 
they had to have a vehicle at any| 
price. | 

THE DIFFERENCE between the | 
lawful ceiling price and the actual | 
selling price is handed to the seller | 
in cash. In one case the buyor 
walked through a room, dropped a| 
roll of bills on the floor, and left | 
the building. He returned an hour | 
later and then made the purchase, | 
in the presence of witnesses, wita- | 
out any mention being made of the | 
“bonus” dropped on the floor. It | 
sounds silly, but it is safe, | 

These black marketeers are not} 
only fleecing the buyers, but they | 
are fleecing the government as well 


go right into their back pockets and | 
never appear on their income tax | 
declarations. There is no record | 
of them; it would be proof of their | 
guilt to show them; and they figure | 
they are doing too much for Mr. | 
Ilsley anyway. | 

Actually the people who pay | 
more are just as guilty as those | 
who ask more than the lawful price. | 
Their willingness to pay creates | 
the black market. The black mar- | 
keteers justify their action by say: | 
ing they'd be suckers not to take | 
the easy money which is offered to 
them. 

ONE WAY TO BREAK this is fcr | 
the government to broaden their | 
priority system so that it is fairer 
to the person who actually needs a 
car—there are some people who 
are entitled to priorities who don’t 
need it nearly as much as others 
who are not, Then the law en- 
forcement agencies might do a| 
little aggressive campaigning and 
trap-layng—they could catch the 
marketeers that way.
